INTRODUCTION 


1. In order to fulfill the National Intelligence mission, 
as given to the National Intelligence Authority by the President, 
it is necessary to announce and meintain the current essentials 
of National Intelligenes desired, and a list of intelligence 
objectives from which those essentials may be produced. These 
statcments as a group will hercafter be known as National 

 Intelligtnoe Requirements, and will form the broad basis for 
coordinated production of intelligence. 

a. It has been decided initielly +o evolve the operating 
procedures and the mechanics of intcragency coordination neces- 
sary to the production of intelligence based on a formulation 
of National Intelligence Requirements by publishing these 
requirements for onc particular arca, i.e., [ 25X1 
basing their contents on that intelligence currently regarded 
the most esscntial. For this purposc, these requircments will 

_ obtain until circumstances dcmand their revision. In any event, 
mal they will be revicwed querterly.
